LEA files charge against board

Lompoc Education Association has 
filed a charge of unfair labor practices 
against Lompoc Unified School District 
Board of Trustees in the vacuum sur­ 
rounding the implementation of collec­ 
tive bargaining procedures. 
In a document filed yesterday in Los 
Angeles with the state’s new Education 
Employe Relations Board, (EERB), 
LEA charged that the school board “has 
refused to permit and has prevented the 
Lompoc Education Association from 
representing its members and has in­ 
terfered with and restrained district 
employes because of their efforts to ex­ 
ercise their rights under.... Title I of the 
Government Code.” 


“By refusing to permit the Lompoc 
Education Association to represent its 
members on the most vital matters of 
employe concern,” LEA said, “the board 
of trustees is attempting to silence its 
certificated employes until such time as 
an exclusive representative has been 
named.” 
Bill Yates, negotiations chief for LEA, 
said in a press release, “The district’s 
attempt to ignore 'fair and legitimate 
requests’ of Lompoc Education Associa­ 
tion simply because no bargaining agent 
has been elected is, in the view of the 
negotiating committee, clearly in viola­ 
tion of both the spirit and the letter of the 
Rodda Act.” 
In a clarification of the complex issues 
today, Carol Linger, LEA president, said 
the Rodda Act — the state’s new and 


first collective bargaining law for school 
employes — gives employe organizations 
the “right tp represent their members in 
employe-employer relations until an ex­ 
clusive agent has been selected.” 


Salary negotiations with teachers have 
been in a state of limbo pending deci­ 
sions by EERB that must be resolved 
before the school board can call an elec­ 
tion to determine an exclusive bargain­ 
ing representative. LEA is in contention 
with Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
(LFT) for that honor. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan, chief 
negotiator for the school board, could not 
be reached immediately this morning for 
comment, although she said yesterday 
that it would probably be late in 
September before an election could be 


field 
Here is some background: Teacher 
organizations, including LEA, and the 
administration have agreed informally 
that the now dead Certificated Employe 
Council (CEC) could be used as a 
negotiating vehicle pending the selection 
of an exclusive agent. Disagreement 
comes on the details. Milligan wants to 
limit the talks to salaries, fringe benefits 
and an elusive item, “District Rights.” 
Teachers want to include other ques­ 
tions, and are opposed to the district’s 
position that the results of the limited 
negotiations should be binding on both 
parties for the full school year. Linger 
said LEA is opposed to the exclusion of 
many vital education questions that are 
now in the hopper and-or which could 
arise during the year. 
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Carter nomination first

Lompoc Post Office 
copes with problems

“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor gloom of night stays these couriers 
form the swift completion of their appointed rounds ” —Herodotus. 
The ancient historian was referring to the mail carriers of Xerxes and indeed 
the most treacherous dangers a Lompoc mailman faces on his daily rounds 
might be an occasional hostile canine or teen-ager learning to skateboard. 
But the volume of mat! has also changed since the mailman’s slogan was 
coined centuries ago. Last year alone, the U S Postal Service handled over 90 
billion pieces of mail.The Lompoc post office’s share of this was about 20 
million pieces. 
Postmaster Perry Martin, who has been working at the Lompoc post office 
for 36 years, said the volume of mail for years was increasing steadily, but, like 
the baby boom, leveled off and now may even be declining. 
The graying postmaster said the post office handles between 60,000 and 70,000 
pieces of mail six days a week serving the valley from the ocean to Buell ton 
Besides Lompoc this includes Mission Hills, Vandenberg Village and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The day at the post office begins at 4 a.m. when 12 postal workers arrive to 
begin sorting the approximately 35,000 to 45,000 pieces of mail that arrived dur­ 
ing the night. By 9:30 a.m. most of the mail is ready for delivery. 
The post office divides its area into 26 routes, down from a peak of 32 routes 
about a year ago. Unlike the treacherous days of the Pony Express, Lompoc 
has only one rural route. 
Because of a drop in mail volume and improved techniques and technology, 
the 58-year-old postmaster said the post office complement has been reduced to 
82 employes from a high of 96 almost three years ago. He said a new full-time 
postal worker hasn’t been hired in two years. Martin placed the average pay of 
a postal worker at $13,000 compared to the $2,100 annual salary he received 
when he started. 
Probably the largest technological advance in postal service has been the 
development and refinement of an electronic letter sorter. Lompoc still sorts 
mail by hand, but it will switch to sorting its mail in Santa Barbara when that 
post office receives its second electronic letter sorter “hopefully around 
December.” Martin said the machines sort 36,000 letters an hour and some new 
machines are even faster. But for speed, the postal service pays a stiff price. 
The first machine installed in Santa Barbara cost $250,000 three years ago. 
“The machines are so fast and so expensive,” Martin said, “they have to 
combine mail from other areas to make them worthwhile. In fact, if they don’t 
work them about 19 hours a day, they don’t pay.” 
The new letter sorters also threaten to force restrictions on letter size. 
Martin said some limitations have already been made and others are under 
consideration that wiU require more machinable mail. 
But, the post office hasn’t been completely computerized yet. 
Martin said the personal service of mailmen on a national level “quite often” 
has resulted in acts of heroism. Lompoc mailmen however haven’t been so ver. 
turesome. 
“We had a carrier stop and change a tire for an old lady once,” Martin 
recalled, “but they haven’t performed any real heroic deeds. But, because they 
are in the same neighborhood so much, they know a lot about what is going on 
and sometimes they see some pretty strange things going on.” 
He recounted an incident several years ago when a mailman observed a 
young male knocking at various doors along his route. He recognised the in­ 
dividual and later testified against him in a burglary trial. 
Since the U.S. Post Office Dept, became the U.S. Postal Service complaints 
seem to outnumber compliments. Even with its advances and almost exclusive 
use of airplanes to ship mail, there is a popular cry that the mail service has sl­ 
owed down. Martin doesn’t agree, 
“People claim that the service has slowed down, but I don’t know that it has. 
People like to complain about any branch of the government. If you talk on the 
average, there may be a slight delay of a small part of one per cent.” 
The Lompoc post office does rim later than most, said Martin, because it is at 
the end of a network and gets its mail last. The mail for the Lompoc, Santa 
Maria, San Luis Obispo area is flown into Santa Maria and trucked to San Luis 
Obispo where it is sorted into the three districts. 
Martin said there is not much citizens can do to improve postal service 
besides simply making sure letters are addressed correctly and legibly. He 
said every day mail with illegible addresses or no addresses at all piles up in 
the dead letter office, where it is opened in an attempt to identify it. Valuables 
found in the dead letter office are kept for a year. 
Not immune to the nation’s inflation, the Lompoc post office takes in and 
spends more money every year. For the fiscal year which ended June 30, the 
local post office took in just under $1 million in revenue. 
Because it is a “destinating post office” — it delivers more mail than it sends 
— it spends more than it earns, On the national level, the post offiees combine 
to balance deficits and surpluses “Except for about two years during WWH” 
Martin said “the postal service has operated in the red which isn’t good news to 
the masses already upset with higher postal rates Martin said if government 
subsidies aren’t allotted “there is talk that first class rates may be raised to 17 
cents on an ounce after the first of the year.” 
__ 
‘Actually,” claimed Lompoc s postmaster for the last 14 years, “there Is 
only one country in the world which has less expensive mailing prices than the 
U S If you compare how long a man has to work to earn the price of a stamp, 
only Canada’s prices are less.” 
“There’s a lot of proposals in Congress now to subsidize the postal service,” 
Martin said, “It has been a fight for years whether postal service is a service to 
the American public or should pay its own way ami Congress is about split in 
half over this. 
, 
“If it is a service then the government is going to have to pay for it like it 
pays for the military or any other service If not, we are going to have to raise 
our rates to make It self-sustaining,” he concluded. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jimmy Carter’s 
name will be placed in nomination first 
tonight, ahead of three others merely go­ 
ing through the motions, and by that 
time he is expected to have decided on 
his running mate.

Edmund Muskie of Maine and Walter 
Mondale of Minnesota, according to 
most convention reports, have emerged 
as the favorites among six senators 
remaining on Carter’s list for the No. 2 
spot on the ballot.

hinterland to clinch the nomination well 
before this conclave began, enjoyed the

good health 
report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford got an “excellent health” report 
from his doctor for his 63rd birthday to­ 
day and was taken out to lunch by his 
wife Betty. 
“The results of the laboratory tests 
and physical examination today were 
completely normal and I have found the 
President to be in excellent health,” Dr. 
William Lukash reported after the semi­ 
annual. 40-minute check-up. 
Lukash said Ford has had no com­ 
plaints this year except “mild discom­ 
fort in his knee (Injured while playing 
college football four decades ago) 
following periods of prolonged stan­ 
ding ” 
“The President feels exceptionally fit 
and is looking forward to continued good 
health,” Lukash said in a statement. 


Ford had been denied a piece of the 
first cake of his birthday — on Air Force 
One en route home from Philadelphia’s 
All Star Baseball game Tuesday night — 
because Lukash barred the President 
from eating in the hours before the 
morning exam. But Mrs. Ford broke 
usual custom and. after the test, asked 
her husband to go up the street for lunch 
as her guest at the San Souci Restaurant 


Only rarely have the Fords been able 
to go to a public Washington restaurant. 
Dus to the armada of security sur­ 
rounding any Presidential movement in 
public, their outings to dining places 
together have been restricted to several 
meals at a local seafood restaurant. 


Ford’s birthday treat was the first 
time since he became President that he 
has lunched in Washington at a 
restaurant. The restaurant is a favorite 
of Washington politicians and jour­ 
nalists. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford was having a family party 
at the White House residence Wednes­ 
day night, dining with his wife, son Jack 
and daughter Susan. He said the Presi­ 
dent was to get birthday telephone calls 
from Ms two other sons, Steven and

luck of the draw today. His name was 
picked first to be presented to the con­ 
vention. 
’ Next, in order, will be antiabortion 
candidate Ellen McCormack of New 
York, Rep. Morris Udall of Arizona and 
Gov. Edmund Brown of California. 
Nominating Carter will be Rep. Peter 
Rodino of New Jersey, Rep. Andrew 
Young of Georgia and Margaret Constan- 
za, vice mayor of Rochester, N.Y. 
Rare harmony continued to prevail at 
this 37th quadrennial nominating ses­ 
sion. But dissatisfaction on the pert of 
some labor leaders cast a cloud over 
Carter’s moment of triumph. 
Several top union leaders confirmed a 
UPI report that the Georgian had 
angered AFL-CIO chieftains by failing to 
confer with them on plans to acquire a 
labor adviser. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany is­ 
sued a statement today praising the 


party platform adopted by the conven­ 
tion shortly after midnight—but at no 
point did lie mention Carter. 
Another slightly sour note was injected 
by Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D-Mass.. a 
priest and a convention delegate, who 
said today millions of Roman Catholic 
voters may “sit on their hands” rather 
than vote for Carter. 
“They don’t understand a Southern 
gentleman who is a peanut farmer and 
talks about a second birth,” said 
Drinan. 
As for the vice presidential spot, 
Muskie began acting like an active can­ 
didate for it. He praised Carter during a 
morning caucus of the Maine delegation 
after changing his speech to the conven­ 
tion Tuesday night to put in a bit more 
political brimstone. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind where 
he wants to lead the country and where 
he will lead it will be good for the 


country,” Muskie told the delegation. 
Carter aides said that by the time his 
nomination becomes official toward 
midnight tonight, he will have (ricked his 
ticket-male—although he is expected to 
hold off the announcement until Thurs­ 
day. 
Others still remaining in the running 
were Sens 
Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington, Adlai Stevenson III of 
Illinois, Frank Church of Idaho and John 
Glenn of Ohio. Most observers con­ 
sidered Glenn already out of contention. 
Prospective House speaker Thomas 
O’Neill of Massachusetts said it was his 
“gut instinct” that Muskie, 62, would get 
the nod. A longtime Carter associate 
agreed. 
Muskie, 62-year-old veteran of the 
Senate and the lone Roman Catholic on 
Carter's list, was Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey’s running mate against 
Richard Nixon in 1968 
Solutions rise to best 
attract industry here

(Editor’s Note: This is the last in a 
series of articles).* 
Out of the recent rumble, a number of 
possible solutions and alternatives as 
how to best attract industry to the Lom­ 
poc Valley have surfaced. 
Lompoc Mayor EC Stevens cited one 
possibility of taking the annual funds 
budgeted for the LEDA and “put them in 
a special account, let them accrue and 
possibly invest in a private industrial 
park.” 
Another suggestion brought out by City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers was to 
develop incentives to locate in Lompoc. 
“These incentives could be the forma­ 
tion of local (roups to help finance in­ 
dustrial buildings and sites enabling firm 
offers to prospective firms, dty as­ 
sistance on off-street improvements 
and staging development costs to 
decrease initial development costs,” he 
explained. He added that the city is 
working on the latter idea and specific 
federal and state grant programs for as­ 
sistance. 
Another idea Wahlers said had been 
suggested was to fund LEDA on a one-to- 
one basis where the city would match 
private business donations LEDA 
received from its members. This ap­ 
parently would give LEDA added incen- 


tive to raise its membership from the 
current level of about 65 private busines­ 
ses. In this type of a system, Wahlers 
said, “ the city would establish a 
partnership program with LEDA.” 
“Its actions to date,” stated Wahlers, 
“irrespective of the direction LEDA 
may take, may prove beneficial in in­ 
dustries locating here in the future ” 
We need a more coordinated joint ef­ 
fort to a more aggressive program in 
general,” Wahlers concluded, “involving 
not only LEDA but the city as well and 
all parties concerned — and indirectly 
that means all the citizens.” 
Charles Carmichael, LEDA executive 
director, outlined four alternatives. 
“One, it can be the LEDA and the 
LEDA can do the job with dty help or 
without dty funding. Two, the Chamber 
of Commerce can pick up the function, 
but they are going to have to be funded or 
provided with manpower because today 
they haven’t got the capability. Three, 
the city can do it or four, it can be 
eliminated and the community can just 
forget about economic development. 
“We are going to have to make up our 
minds,” Carmichael said, “and if they 
want some industry to come in here then 
we are going to have to work together as 
a community. 
“This will require the active participa­ 


tion, interest and support of the whole 
community. It’s going to take more than 
the LEDA with <0 concerned citizens 
But, Carmichael isn’t advocating ab­ 
solute dty control of economic develop­ 
ment in the valley. 
“I act as sort of an ombudsman in this 
office,” Carmichael said. “People can 
come to me with their problems that 
they will not take to City Hall. 
“I represent industry, acting as an in­ 
termediary between the developer or 
businessperson and the dty that we are a 
source of coordination and cooperation 
on both rides.” 
Although Carraicahel said the dty 
could do the job, he warned that it would 
loee aU the volunteer help and dues 
received from the association's 
members He estimated it “would cost 
the city well over $30,000 to duplicate i t ” 
But, Carmichael said he believes the 
key lies in obtaining assistance grants. 
He said he suggested to the dty the 
pursuit of grants for tiro purposes — a 
meaningful study to determine what 
potential the Lompoc Valley has and for 
the actual purchase of land 
the 
devdoDment of it. 
“Until we can get federal funds,“ Car­ 
michael said, “I don’t think we can find 
the answer. If we get them, we will be 
able to pursue a more active and positive 
campaign for recruiting industries.”

Glimpses 


Lompocans guessing who will be vice 
presidential choice. 
Residents still looking for the opening 
date of Central Avenue 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jimmy Carter 
said today he has more than two 
finalists, but there had been “some” 
winnowing out from the six on his list of 
vice presidential possibilities. 
Carter, to be nominated for president 
tonight by the Democratic National 
Committee, was caught by reporters as 
he came out of a meeting at the 
Americana Hotel. 
Carter said he expects to make his an­ 
nouncement Thursday morning but, “I 
would like to make my decision tonight.” 
He denied numerous reports he had 
narrowed his list to Sens. Edmund 
Muskie of Maine and Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota, but said there had been 
“some” winnowing out of prospecte. 
“Nobody can speak for me. And I have 
not selected anyone. I’ve begun to 
narrow It, yes that’s true. 
“I Intend to notify all of the persons be­ 
ing considered tomorrow morning I will 
notify the ones that I’m not going to 
choose simply that they will not be 
chosen and I’ll notify the person that I do 
choose that he will be my preference.” 
After a 40-minute meeting between 
Carter and nine governors, Gov. Patrick 
Lucey of Wisconsin said Carter, if 
anything, broadened the number of front- 
runners from the list of the rix finalists 
"When I left, I had the feeling the 


choice was broader than when I went 
in,” Lucey said. Asked why he felt that 
way, Lucey replied “simply because he 
(Carter) said so.” 
Nine governors, including the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Democratic 
state chief executives and Democratic 
National Chairman Robert Strauss, met 
with Carter in Carter’s 21st floor suite at 
the Americana Hotel for 40 minutes 
“There was considerable support for 
Muskie as there was for Mondale,” 
Lucey said. He said others of the six 
were mentioned, but not Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson of Illinois 


Mondale, meanwhile, moved from his 
two-room suite hi the Statier Hilton 
Hotel during the night and remained in 
seclusion today. An aide said Mondale 
felt “any kind of media contact or public 
appearance might look like pressure on 
Governor Carter ... and the senator 
thinks that would be inappropriate.” 
United Auto Workers President 
Leonard Woodcock said the coalition of 
nine liberal unions which gave Carter his 
only support during the primaries told 
him in a 30-minute meeting, “We tend to 
favor Senator Mondale as No. 1 but we 
would be very comfortable with Senator 
Muskie” 
Carter vows no Mass. punishment 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Jimmy Carter 
today sent a top political aide to assure 
the Massachusetts delegation the state 
would not be punished for continued op­ 
position to his nomination 
London Butler, Carter’s political 
director, told delegates pledged to 
Henry M. Jackson he apologized for a 
threat to “blacklist” Massachusetts The 
comment was made Tuesday by an un­ 
paid Carter worker who has since been 
relieved of duties. 
“I want to say as clearly as 1 know how 
this Is the worst kind of thing that could 


happen to Jimmy Carter,” Butler said. 
“If our campaign and the Democratic 
campaign cannot be completely in­ 
clusive m 1976, we re going to loee.” 
Most of Jackson’s 30 delegates, ac­ 
cepting the apology, quickly voted to sup­ 
port Carter on the first convention 
ballot The delegates continued plans to 
have Jackson nominated for vice preri-

The proposed new ordinance, 
Gambetta declared, could be 
"of special importance to the 
city of Santa Maria," in addi­ 
tion to the county areas and 
other cities. He felt It "could 
solve many of the problems" in 
Santa Maria, where two am­ 
bulance services operate. 
Meanwhile, ambulance ser­ 
vice is being carried mi in the 
South Coast area. Santa Ynez 
Valley, and Lompoc area under 
new county contracts effective 
July 1 which specify subsidy 
arrangements except for Santa 
Barbara Ambulance Co. The 
latter company is providing 
paramedic services in its 
coverage of Goleta Valley. 
Montecito and Carpinteria 
Valley under the new pacts, 
with the county having called 
for elimination of County Fire 
Department paramedics

Gambetta said that so far as 
he could tell, the three county 
contracted ambulance services 
were being carried on in 
smooth fashion, under the new 
pacts, with Golden West Am­ 
bulance Co, having its contract 
extended for two months to 
Sept 1 pending specifications 
being set up for a new contract 
award for Santa Maria area. 


Bids for the Santa Maria 
county ambulance service are 
to be opened Aug. 13 at 2 p.m. in 
Santa Barbara. The contract 
will be for one year and 10 
months, in view of the two 
month extension. Companies in­ 
tending to bid will be asked 
what they need in terms of a 
subsidy to meet comity require­ 
ments which will be outlined.

trapped 
floods 
by 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - 
More than 50,000 persons were 
trapped late Tuesday by flood 
waters that inundated thou­ 
sands of square miles, the 
government said. 
Torrential rain, which has 
fallen nonstop for 10 days from 
the Pacific to the Gulf Coast, 
caused dams to burst and rivers 
to overflow their banks The 
rain has ruined hundreds of 
acres of crops and caused the 
deaths of at least two persons, 
the Hydraulics Resources 
Secretariat said. , 
Hydraulics Resources Secre­ 
tary Leandro Rovirosa Wade 
flew over the hardest hit states 
of Jalisco, San Luis Potosi, 
Tamaulipas, Veracruz and 
Guanajuato by helicopter to see 
firsthand the extent of the 
damage. 
He ordered troops to help the 
trapped and homeless and 
authorized the sending of more 
medical supplies and provi­ 
sions. 
Also inundated were parts of 
Colima, Nuevo Leon, Hidalgo, 
Tlaxcala, Mexico State, Zacate­ 
cas and Michoacan. 
There was no news of the 
25.000 persons reported strand­ 
ed by six-feet-deep waters in 
the town of San Francisco del 
Rincon Mooday. 
The secretariat said late 
Monday they were “totally cut 
off” when the Santiago River 
overflowed. At least two per­ 
sons were reported by the 
secretariat to have drowned 
there.

Another 4,000 people were 
reported cut off in the town of 
Sitie.

for arrest 


of politician 
TOKYO (UPI) - A powerful 
conservative politican soon 
may becom e the fir st 
parliamentary member to be 
arrested in the 112 million 
Lockheed payoff scandal, 
Tokyo newspapers said today. 
The papers said the unidenti­ 
fied politician will be detained 
on suspicion of receiving 
9333,333 for assisting in the sale 
of Lockheed L1011 Tristars to 
All Nippon Airways 
Police and special investiga­ 
tors of the Tokyo district 
prosecutors office so far have 
arrested 11 persons on charges 
either of giving false testimony 
under oath in the Diet 
(parliament) or violating fo­ 
reign exchange control in con­ 
nection with the Lockheed case. 
The newspaper Tokyo Shim 
bun said the suspected politi­ 
cian had demanded $100 million 
from Lockheed for successfully 
helping the sale of the Tristars 
to All-Nippon. He was suspect­ 
ed of receiving the money 
through Hiro Hiyama. former 
board chairman of Marubeni, a 
leading Japanese trading house 
which acted as Lockheed’s 
agent until the scandal broke 
last February. 
Lockheed said it spent 913 
million to promote sales of the 
Tristars and military aircraft 
All the 11 persons apprehend­ 
ed thus far are non-politicians 
They include six executives of 
ANA, three lea d ers of 
Marubeni and two close as­ 
sociates of rightist lobbyist 
Yoshio Kodama. who was 
employed as Lockheed’s secret 
agent because of bis strong in­ 
fluence among Japanese politi­ 
cians 
There have been reports that 
investigators may arrest high 
ranking government officials 
and politicians before the end of 
the month. 
Authorities declined com­ 
ment on the reports. 
Lockheed earlier said of the 
912 million, 93 million went to 
“senior ranking government of­ 
ficials ” 
All those who have been 
arrested are believed to be held 
on their alleged involvement in 
passing the Lockheed money on 
to government officials and 
politicians 
It was not clear whether 
“high ranking government of­ 
ficials” meant those who 
formerly held high poets to 
government or parliamentary 
member* who previously 
served as cabinet ministers. 


Spurred by Carter’s remarks 
this week that “maybe three” 
persons topped his list and that 
he had narrowed it “a little 
bit,” reports circulated that 
Sens. Walter F. Mondale of 
Minnesota and Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine were the two 
finalists. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell 
sought to knock down the 
reports — one of which came 
from House Democratic Leader 
Thomas P. “Tip” O’Neill - at 
a crowded briefing at the 
Carter press headquarters to 
the Americana Hotel. 
"He has informed no one 
even of his inclinations in this 
matter,” Powell said. “He has 
purposely kept an open mind on 
the matter. He has excluded no 
one. And he has made no deci­ 
sion. Nor has he come to the 
point of saying there are two or 
three who are far and above 
beyond the others.” 
Powell added: “There’s no 
reason one’s thought processes 
have to ope.ete like a beauty 
pageant where you come down 
to five and have three runner 
sup. It’s just as logical to look 
at six people and select one out 
of the six without having to 
rank-order the other five.” 
The other four were Sera. 
John Glenn of Ohio, Henry 
Jackson of Washington. Frank 
Church of Idaho and Adlai 
Stevenson III of Illinois. 
With some controversy build­ 
ing over Carter’s opposition to a 
constitutional amendment ban­ 
ning abortion, Mondale told 
reporters merely that abortion 
“troubles me ” Muskie, the 
only Catholic among the fina­ 
lists. said he had not discussed 
his religion with Carter, a 
Southern Baptist layman. 
Stevenson's patron, Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, said 
he would make “a formidable” 
candidate Carter said through 
Powell that Glenn had given “a 
very good” keynote adctoess.

Employment — The unem­ 
ployment rate should be 
brought down at least to 3 per 
cent. Every willing and able 
American should have an op­ 
portunity for a job.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr.’s home 
state delegates today were 
pressed into their first and 
perhaps only significant duty at 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention: Rounding up more 
votes in other states for 
Brown’s presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
Leaders of Brown’s 204- 
member California delegation 
predicted the last-minute effort 
would yield an extra 50 votes 
from other states to the roll call 
tonight and boost his vote total 
up to roughly 350. It takes 1,505 
votes to win the nomination.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Business inventories increased 
91.9 billion in May for the 
largest increase in 17 months, 
the Commerce Department 
said today. 
The May increase of 0.7 per 
cent was nearly double the 0.4 
per cent rise erf April. The weak 
April gains followed strong in­ 
creases in the first three 
months of 1976 and suggested to 
Commerce analysts that the 
economic recovery was easing. 
But the inventory gains to 
May returned to the high levels 
of the first quarter, which 
Treasury Department analysts 
said was the forerunner of an 
inventory “boom” that would 
boost the economy's recovery 
from the 1974-75 recession. 
All sectors of business except 
for autos and building supplies 
shared in the inventory gains of 
May, Commerce said. 
Commerce said the 91 9 
billion increase in May was the 
largest since a 94 billion gain in 
December. 1974. It was the fifth 
consecutive month that invento­ 
ries increased. 
Inventories are goods ready 


for sale. Businesses increase 
their inventories when they 
have reasonable belief that 
goods will be sold. 
Commerce said total business 
sales for the first five months of 
1976 were estimated at 9920 
billion, up 12 per cent from the 
same period in 1975. 
Inventories were estimated 
at 9372.5 billion in May com­ 
pared with 9270.6 billion in 
April, Commerce said. The 
April inventories were revised 
upward 9300 million from the 
preliminary estimate made a 
month ago, which was an even 
stronger signal for the May 
gains. 
Commerce said manufac­ 
turers’ inventories increased 91 
billion, wholesalers’ 9829 
million and retailers’ 958 
million. 
Retail inventories of durable 
goods fell 958 million, but the 
9103 million decrease in auto in­ 
ventories accounted for most of 
the decline. Lumber-hard ware 
inventories slipped 911 million. 
But nondurable inventories at 
retail clothing, grocery and 
department stores increased 
9116 million

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Sporting goods store manager 
Carroll Huett was struggling 
with Symbionese Liberation 
Army member William Harris 
on the sidewalk when Patricia 
Hearst opened fire from a 
parked van, chipping the 
sidewalk around them with 
automatic rifle fire. 
“You better get out of here, 
she’s shooting at you,” Harris 
warned, according to Huett. 
The store manager testified 
Tuesday at the trial of Harris 
and his wife Emily on 11 
charges of kidnap, robbery and 
assault for an alleged SLA 
crime spree with Miss Hearst, 
scheduled to be tried separate­ 
ly 
Huett and other employes at 
Mel’s Sporting Goods in Ingle­ 
wood described the melee with 
the Harrises on May 16, 1974, 
when a security guard tried to 
detain Harris, allegedly for 
shoplifting a pair of socks. 
Miss Hearst loosed a fusillade 
of gunfire at the storefront, 
freeing them. 
The Harrises defense puts the 
blame on Miss Hearst, saying 
she took it on herself to open 
fire and was such a bad shot 
they were "in as mud) danger 
as anyone else.” 
At her trial in San Francisco, 
Miss Hearst testified the 
shooting was an unthinking 
“reflex action.” 
Security guard Anthony She­ 
phard, 22. said that he thought 
he saw Harris stuff something 
in his sleeve as the couple shop­ 
ped. Getting a revolver and 
handcuffs, he followed them 
outside, he said, and told Harris 
to return. 
“He sort of flinched and in­ 
dicated he didn’t want to do 
that.” Shephard said, and the 


fight broke out. Huett and 
others poured out of the store to 
help him. 
“I heard Tony yell ‘he’s got a 
gun, he’s got a gun’,” as Harris 
grabbed for a revolver in his 
trousers, Huett testified, saying 
he wrested the pistol away. 
He identified a .38-caliber 
revolver introduced by the 
prosecution as “the same type” 
he took. 
Clerk Gary Mason testified 
he joined the fight because 
Emily Harris had leaped oo 
Shephard who was crying “get 
this chick off my back.” 
The first shots from the van 
across the street “didn’t come 


anywhere near us,” Huett 
testified. 
“The second burst was all 
around... hitting 3 feet from my 
arm and bouncing flecks of con­ 
crete around us.” 
He looked up to see the 
gun woman firing from the van, 
describing her as a “strange 
looking” person with “large 
sunglasses ... a very white face 
... an afro style hairdo ... 
nothing on' it looked like It 
belonged to one person.” 
“There were at least four 
bursts of gunfire,” Huett said. 
He and his wife both suffered 
minor wounds from flying frag­ 
ments, he testified.

ElR hearing set 


Additional facts and cost 
figures regarding the develop­ 
m ent of some typ e of 
wastewater disposal system for 
the Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices District are due to com­ 
mand the main focus of atten­ 
tion at a continued en­ 
vironm ental impact report 
hearing Thursday at 8 p.m. in 
the Raymond B. Carricaburu 
Building on the campus of the 
Santa Ynez School. 
Actual costs of the project, 
whether it be developed by (me 
alternative plan or another or 
by a group of sub-alternatives 
proposals, is destined to be the 
chief topic of discussion at the 
hearing which has been con­ 
tinued from an initial one held 
June 23. 
Witnesses also are expected 
to give testimony expressing 
the opinion that any type of 
project would be costly and 
would be unnecessary. A core 
of Santa Ynez town residents 
for the past two-plus years has 
expressed outspoken opposition 
to any type of community 
wastewater treatment system. 
Basically, the E IR lists two 
major alternatives for the dis­ 
posing of community sewage: 
one would be to pipe it along 
Highway 154 to the now under­ 
construction expanded Solving 
Municipal Improvement Plant 
and the second would entail tak­ 
ing it to a proposed SYCSD 
plant along the Santa Ynez 
River. 
At the in itial hearing, a 
majority of those who gave 
testimony favored the first 
alternative “ although it would 
cost more.*' Adamant opposi­ 
tion was expressed toward the 
second plan by both ranch 
owners in the area as well as 
area water district represen­ 
tatives. 
At the present time, the es­ 
timated cost of the project in­ 
vo lvin g tra n sfe r of the 
wastewater to Soivang’s plant 
would be $4,531000 
Of this 
amount, it is said $3,670,000 is 
grant eligible 
Share of the total by tbe$anta 
Ynez D is tric t w ould be 
$1,017,000 while the cost to 
SMID would be $287,000. This 
hitter cost figure is known to 
have caused some consterna­ 
tion among Solvang residents 
who ieel they should not be 
burdened with the cost of 
providing funds for the disposal 
of sewage from Santa Ynez. 
Several from the Solvang area 
are due to speak Thursday 
night, it was learned 
According to the E IR , the es­ 
timated total cost for the se­ 
cond alternative, which does 
not involve SMID, is $1,761,000 
of which $1,404,000 would be 
grant eligible.

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Dave Stegman: time to move up 


(First of two parts.) 
Several years ago, just minutes after 
Sandy Koufax had pitched another 
routin e (fo r him ) n o -h itter, a 
sportswriter rushed into the L A. 
Dodgers’ dressing room, hoping to inter­ 
view the great lefty. 
But the writer couldn’t locate Koufax, 
and so asked one of his teammates if he 
knew where Sandy was. 
The reply came with no hesitation: 
“ He’s gone up to a higher league.’’ 
Dave Stegman is in somewhat the 
same situation, though not at the same 
level of baseball. In four years of 
college, he has steadily advanced his 
baseball skills until they have simply 
outgrown the caliber of competition. 
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HOME RUN TROT. Dave Stegman as a senior at Lompoc 
High in 71, can’t hold back a smile as he rounds third with a 
home run. Dave helped Lompoc make it to the C1F finals 
twice, and helped the Braves set a CIF record of 36 con­ 
secutive wins Disdaining the big home run swing, Stegman 
is a low line-drive hitter Sometimes, however, those low 
line drives dear fences. 


Foster hero as 
AL cuffed again 


If Stegman had another year of college 
eligibility, he would probably be dragged 
into court by the Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to College Pitchers, who 
would seek an injunction to bench 
Stegman and his relentless line-drive- 
producing bat. 
But Stegman, former Lompoc High 
star, has bruised his last collegiate 
baseball. He is now a member of the 
Detroit Tigers baseball family. He has 
signed a healthy bonus contract and has 
checked into Montgomery, Alabama 
(class AA Southern League). 
He will not be forgotten in Tucson, 
where he became only slightly less pop­ 
ular than Barry Goldwater, jalapeno 
bean dip, and air conditioning. 
His list of accomplishments in four 
years at the University of Arizona 
borders on the ridiculous. 
Stegman: 
•Was the first four-year starter in the 
school’s history, compiling a .390 career 
batting average. 
•Was named All-American three years 
(honorable mention as sophomore, First 
Team AP and “ Sporting News” as 
junior and senior). 
•Was a key figure in the Wildcats’ 
Cinderella ’76 season, when they won the 
College World Series. 
•Earned a degree in Engineering 
Math, one of those snap jock majors. 
Earned a 3.3 grade point average (4.0 is 
perfect). Academic All-American. 
•Was named by his teammates, at 
various times, Most Inspirational, Co- 
Captain, Most Valuable Player (twice). 
•Was named by his school the Out­ 
standing Junior Athlete in ’75, the Out­ 
standing Senior Athlete in ’76. 
•Was all-conference three years in the 
WAC (Western Athletic Conference). 
•Set 19 career school records, five 
single-season school records, and 
several WAC records. 
•Finished somewhere in the top five in 
the voting for the Gomez Plate award, 
the Heisman Trophy of college baseball. 
•Was a member of the U.S. team in the 
Pan Am Games last fall (silver medal). 
Was a member -of the U.S. team in the 
World Amateur Baseball Tournament in 
*74 (championship). 
•Once drove in 11 runs in one college 
baseball game. 
•Had his picture on the cover of the 76 
NCAA Baseball Guide, had his picture 
inside “ Sports Illustrated.” 
•Was the second player in the nation 
drafted in the secondary phase this year. 
So it’s no surprise that when you call 
the U of A sports information office and 
ask about Stegman, the young woman on 
the phone tells you: 
“ He’s just a great guy. He’s very well- 
liked and looked up to.” 
And the guy at the Tucson newspaper 
tells you: 
“ He is admired very much here. He’s 
a favorite among students and other 
fans. He’s a leader, yea, but not a rah- 
rah type of guy.” 
Stegman admits he enjoyed the adula­ 
tion of the Arizonians. “ It was kind of 
nice,” he says, then quickly adds: “ It 
wasn’t just for me; it was for the whole 
team.” 
Dave Stegman is a solid 5-11, 185- 
pounder, muscled like a football player. 
He’s handsome despite a prominent nose 
that earned him the nickname “ Aard- 
vark” from one rival team He’s neat, 
nice without being painfully polite, 
honest without being brash. In short, the 
typical All-American kid. 


Does he strive to project or protect 
that image? 
Says Dave, “ If a kid sees me and says, 
Wow, I’d like to be like that’ - fine. But 
I didn’t really go out to do that. It’s good 
to have somebody to look up to. If I’m 
that person for someone, that’s fine.” 
One person who certainly looks up to 
Stegman. and has that admiration 
returned, is Arizona baseball coach 
Jerry Kindall. 
Four years ago, Stegman and Kindall 
arrived together at the Tucson campus. 
In the ensuing seasons, the Wildcats 
compiled an overall 194-52-1 record, a 
.780 winning clip. In Stegm an’s 
sophomore year, the team was 58-6. 
“ You know, it’s funny,” Dave says. 
“ That year we just had a super team. We 
hit about .350 as a team, but we didn’t 
make it to the World Series.Then this • 
year we didn’t really have that kind of 
team. We might not have been the best 
college team in the country, throughout 
the whole year, but during at least the 
last three weeks of the season, I think we 
were the best team in the country. We 
played consistent and we played well. It 
was just a real total team effort.”

To recap that effort: the Wildcats lost 
six straight games to Arizona State and 
finished second in the WAC Southern 
Division. To get to the Series, Arizona 
had to beat Wyoming and then BYU in 
best-of-three series, then had to get past 
three other teams in the Regionals in 
fexas. All that was accomplished with 
seven straight wins. 
Not counting those six losses to ASU, 
Arizona had won some 28 straight games 
going into the Series. The ‘Cats lost the 
Series opener to ASU, then fought back 
through the loser’s bracket, eventually 
beating ASU and finally Eastern 
Michigan, 7-1, for the title. 
Stegman hit a triple and double in the 
championship game, and his four doubles 
in the Series tied a record. 
Asked which of his college accomplish­ 
ments he’s proudest of, Stegman 
answers quickly, “ First of all, winning 
thè national .title. Getting the degree, 
too, that was one thing I’m really proud 
of. And just the overall consistency.” 
Dave hit .276 as a freshman, 391as a 
sophomore, .402 as a junior, (.464 over 
the last 25 games), and .425 as a senior. 
He batted ninth in the order as a 
freshman, moved to leadoff for two 
seasons then hit third this year. 
“ He makes consistent contact,” says 
Kindall. “ He could elect to go for the 
long ball, but he’s helped the team more 
with his doubles, triples and on-base 
average (.650 this season — 176-for-270). 
Stegman explains that he hit only 18 
homers in four years because the 
Arizona way of playing baseball is to 
strive to hit hard ground balls and line 
drives, rather than crowd-pleasing high 
flies 
“They keep statistics on what percen­ 
tage of all balls fall in for hits,” says 
Stegman. “ Its like twice as many of the 
ground balls go through as fly balls drop 
in.” 
That’s one mathematical theorem that 
Stegman has proved beyond reasonable 
doubt.

There was an indication Tuesday that 
the Taiwan delegation was softening its 
stand and would accept compromise, and 
Killanin announced, “ The door we 
thought had been slammed shut has been 
reopened ” 
Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau said he hoped the Taiwanese 
would accept the compromise. 
“ We’d love the Taiwanese to come,”

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Sacramento Bee reported today that 
American black athletes will be asked to 
withdraw from the Olympic games by a 
group of African nations opposing par­ 
ticipation by New Zealand. 


Quoting an anonymous informed 
source, the Bee said the Supreme Coun­ 
cil for Sports in Africa will approach 
American athletes “ individually in an at­ 
tempt to promote a pullout.”

African nations in protesting a tour by an 
all-black New Zealand rugby team to 
South Africa. 
Dr. Abraham Ordia president of the 
council, posed the threat of a black 
boycott of the games unless New Zealand 
is barred from the games by the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee. 
Ordia accused New Zealand of sup­ 
porting apartheid in sport even if it did 
not support apartheid in general, 
New Zealand Foreign Minsiter Brian 
Talboys denied the charge, declaring his 
nation is “ totally opposed to apartheid in 
sport and in every other social activity .”

MONTREAL (UPII - The Russians are buying disco records 
and denim pants. Iranians are buying pocket cameras, and 
everyone is buying postcards in shops near the bustling Olympic 
Village. 
Shopkeepers in the International Center adjacent to the dorms 
reported that many of the athletes were “just looking’’ in the early 
part of the week, determining what is available for later purchase. 
But postcards, illustrated with pictures of the Olympic facilities 
in Montreal or simply bearing the official Olympic symbol, were 
selling by the thousands. 
“They come in and buy 100.” a harassed clerk at a card and 
novelty shop said. “Then they come in the next day and buy 100 
more.” 
A record store was doing a heavy business in disco records, 
•especially the Russians, Bulgarians, and African athletes,” a 
woman at the counter said. Hot sellers were albums by Donna 
Summers and The Ritchie Family, a Canadian group. 
Tee shirts were selling fast and it appeared unlikely that any 
athlete will leave Montreal without at least one tee sirt somehow 
proclaiming his or her participation in the XXI Olympiad 
Employes of a shop that sells stylish denim suits and slacks said 
a large part of their sales had been to athletes from the Soviet 
Union and eastern European countries 
Inexpensive cameras were moving well, a photo supply shop 
reported, as the mingling athletes hurried in to get pictures of new­ 
found friends on other teams. 
"We’ve found that if one person from one country buys 
something, it is almost guaranteed that later a lot of his friends 
will come in to buy the same thing.” the manager said 
European athletes were intrigued by a store dealing m Indian 
and Eskimo handicraft items Many of the men bought litUe 
Eskimo dolls—apparently for girl friends-and three of the shop s 
four tomahawks were sold in a short period of time Tuesday morn­ 
ing French girls bought Eskimo parkas, and Indian necklaces and 
jewelry were hot items with athletes of all nationalities.

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Viking I finally 
finds landing area

• After.» days of searching and 
two postponements, Viking 1 
scientists figure they have 
found a safe landing spot on 
Mars for the spacecraft's 9600 
million robot laboratory — by 
coincidence on the anniversary 
of a space exploration miles* 
tone. 
The Viking landing, which 
missed its original Bicentennial 
touchdown date of July 4, now is 
planned for July SO — seven 
years to the day since astronaut 
Neil Armstrong became the 
first man on the moon. 
The two landing sites chosen 
previously were abandoned as 
too rough after closer inspec­ 
tion by Viking 1, which has been 
orbiting the red planet since 
late last month. 
The new site is about 460 
miles northwest of the original 
landing ground and 160 miles 
west of the second choice. 
It has been dubbed “ west- 
northwest.” “ the western 
front" and "site alpha" but a 
U.S. Geological Survey scien­ 
tist has been assigned to come 
up with a good name for it. 
All the sites are in the Chryse 
Plain region. While the original 
site was found to be scarred by 


rocky canyons apparently 
carved by long vanished rivers, 
the new site appeared to have 
been crossed by gentler rivers, 
or perhaps was the bed of what 
was a sea or lake. 
"We think there was water 
flow in this area and we think 
there is a reasonable chance of 
picking up sediment.’’ Dr. Hal 
Masursky said Tuesday. 
The presence of water, now 
or In the past, increases the 
possibilities the automated 
lander may find some evidence 
of life. 
The new site "appears to 
have the fewest number of 
large impact craters of any of 
the landing areas we have 
looked at," said project manag­ 
er Jim Martin. 
"It appears much like the 
lunar surface, and if it is that, 
we believe we can land quite 
safety.” 
The go-no-go decision will be 
made Monday night, Martin 
said. 
"If all else is well at this 
point we plan to separate (the 
lander from the orbiting craft) 
at 4:50 a.m. EDT, with landing 
at 8:12. plus or minus five 
minutes due to the uncertainty 
of the Martian atmosphere." he 
said. 
Dellums to be nominated 
for vice president 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Rep. 
Ronald Dellums of California 
says his name will be placed in 
nomination for vice president 
as a liberal antidote to a 
"Cartertsed” Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. 
The black representative from 
Berkeley said Tuesday his sup­ 
porters had gathered the neces­ 
sary 50 signatures from three 
states to qualify him for 
nomination by Rep. John 
Conyers of Michigan, head of 
the Congressional Black Cau­ 
cus 
"The platform has been 
Carterized. The rules have been 
Carterised," complained Del­ 
lums. "So only the vice 
presidential process allows 
speaking on some issues other 
than what has been prepack­ 
aged and prepared." 
He said neither Carter nor the 
platform examines thoroughly 
enough the issues of emerging 
nations, African policy, racism, 
sexism and the poor. 
" I mean, we're being lulled to 
sleep out there. Why should Mr. 
Carter do that all by himself? 
I’m not interested in being 
president or vice president and 
I'm realistic enough not to think 
that this convention would pick 


me. 
"But when the nominee has 
been selected, when the plat­ 
form has been suited to that 
nominee, and the vice president 
will be suited to that nominee, 
then we have to take that 
podium and show that the 
progressive element is alive 
and well in the Democratic 
Party" 
Once his name is put in 
nomination, Dellums said, it 
may be withdrawn if that is the 
only way he can take the 
podium. 
Earlier. Rep. Barbara Jordan 
of Texas, who electrified the 
convention with her keynote 
speech Monday night, said she 
was not interested in being a 
symbol and asked black dele­ 
gates seeking a vice presiden­ 
tial candidate not to nominate 
her. 
Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., 
said the delegates may merely 
propose a resolution commend­ 
ing Miss Jordan and declaring 
their feeling about her qualifi­ 
cations for vice president. 
Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley previously asked mem­ 
bers of the convention black 
caucus not to put his name in 
nomination. 
Showers dissipate heat 
% 
in W. Europe drought 


LONDON (U PI) - Thunder­ 
showers dissipated the heat 
that has w ilted much of 
Western Europe for three 
weeks but brought little relief 
to drought-stricken farms. In 
Prance, fireworks for today’s 
Bastille Day celebrations were 
banned in some tinder-dry 
areas. 
London had its first rain since 
June 21 Tuesday but the shower 
was barely enough to dampen 
the streets. Rainstorms were 
reported in Prance and West 
Germ any and there was 
flooding in parts of Italy. 
The change in the weather 
brought immediate relief to 
weary tourists paying exorbi­ 
tant prices for cold drinks and 
sweltering in theaters and 
cinemas mat lack air condi­ 
tioning 
But the rains came too late to 
save millions of dollars worth 
of scorched crops. In Prance 


alone, the loss in crops and 
livestock was estimated at 
nearly $1.5 billion. 
Officials in several regions of 
Prance banned Bastille Day 
fireworks and only two official 
displays were authorised in 
Paris. 
In the village of Saint Sabine 
in Burgundy, villagers estimat­ 
ed their losses at around 
$212,000 and drank white wine 
instead of the customary cham­ 
pagne at their village festival. 
In Britain, the National 
Water Council reported some 
reservoirs were less than 20 per 
cent full and said unless three 
times the normal amount of 
rain fell before autumn, indus­ 
try might be deprived of water 
supplies 
The council said householders 
had responded well to appeals 
to conserve water and con­ 
sumption was down by about 20 
per cent.

California swimming pools 
threatened by PUC ruling 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
man’s home may be his castle 
but in California the swimming 
pool is his moat of affluence 
with more than 300,000 back­ 
yard pools costing at current 
rates about $8,000 to install. 
So it is small wonder that 
there are strong feelings, both 
pro and con. about a ruling by 
the state Public Utilities bann­ 
ing the use of natural gas to 
heat newly constructed swimm­ 
ing pools which currently run at 
about 19.000 a year. 


There are rumblings that the 
PUC may apply the ban not only 
to new pools but also to those in 
existence* and that is causing 
widespread consternation, un­ 
derstan dable 
when m ul­ 
tiplication shows that 1.2 
million individuals have access 
to pools — or one out of every 20 
persons in the state. 


On the other hand, studies 
show that the average annual 
income of families with pools is 
$30,000 so that there is little 


sympathy from Watts and the 
Mexican barrios for the depri­ 
vation of this status symbol of 
the good life in the Golden 
State. 
PUC statistics also show that 
heating of swimming pools ac­ 
counts for approximately 2 per 
cent of the total consumption of 
natural gas in California which 
represents a sizeable potential 
saving in the energy conserva­ 
tion drive. 
In the forefront of the opposi­ 
tion to the ban. quite naturally, 
is the California swimming pool 
industry, 
It is a $200-225 million dollar 
yearly business including con­ 
struction. sales, maintenance, 
landscaping and supplies in­ 
cluding everything from rubber 
rafts to cabanas to chlorine. 
At a Los Angeles hearing, the 
industry estimated there were 
16.000 persons directly or in- 
depently relying on sales, con­ 
struction and upkeeping of 
these glittering back yard 
emeralds. 


Palm Springs is the pool 
champion of the world with an 
estimated 5,200 pools for a pop­ 
ulation of about 28,000. 
The study showed that 45 per 
cent of pool owners would not 
have built or bought pools if 
they had thought there would be 
a ban on heating them. It said 
the average family spent $33 a 
month to heath their pool plus 
an additional cost of about $30 
to have a maintenance com­ 
pany keep it pure. 
It estimated that of 382,000 
California pools between 85 and 
90 per cent are “ residential,” 7 
to 9 per cent apartments or con­ 
dominiums and 2-3 per cent are 
community or school pools. 
Because of the tremendous 
weather difference between 
sections of the 600-mile long 
state. 75 per cent of the private 
pools are in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
The PUC has delayed putting 
the ban into effect pending 
siudy of the opposition argu­ 
ments at the recent hearings. 
Self-hypnosis key to relaxing 


SACRAMENTO Calif. (UPI) 
— Do you sometimes find 
yourself unable to sleep, tossing 
and turning in the wee hours 
while the day’s problems trou­ 
ble your mind? 
One state health official says 
self-hypnosis may be the 
answer. 
“ Self-hypnosis is a sophis­ 
ticated way of putting together 
various relaxation techniques,” 
says Dr. Enrique Bergon, 
medical director of the Depart­ 
ment of Health's mental health 
services program. 


COUPON 
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For those with persistent in-^ 
somnia. especially those al­ 
ready taking sleeping pills. 
Bergon insists self-hypnosis can 
be a remedy easily learned with 
a minimum of professional 
help. 
A self-induced hypnotic tran­ 
ce. says Bergon. “ can be 
achieved by fixing your eyes on 
a certain point or concentrating 
on the sensations in a particu­ 
lar part of your body.” 
He says this produces a “ cer­ 
tain alertness and detach­ 
ment” that pllows even chronic 
insomniacs to slip naturally 
into sleep. 
An insomniac “ may be un­ 
able to fall asleep, but if he 
knows how to move into a hyp­ 
notic trance, he will have no 
trouble.” says Bergon. a psy­ 
chiatrist. 
If self-hypnosis seems a bit 
drastic but insomnia is still an 
occasional problem. Bergon 
warns that sleeping pills should 
by taken “ only as a last 
resort.” He advocates more 
traditional and natural me­ 
thods. 
Bergon says such traditional 
sleep inducers as counting 
sheep, taking deep breaths, 
reclining in a hot bath, drinking 
a glass of water or even walk­ 
ing barefoot around a dark 
house are тенге effective and, 
bra the end. healthier than

medication. 
“The secret to going to sleep 
is to put your head on the pillow 
and let things happen,” he says. 
Bergon says a person must 
relax by abandoning himself in 
a p le a sa n t thought that 
“doesn’t require any strenuous 
analytical thinking” and will 
allow the individual to slip un­ 
consciously off into sleep. 
Unfortunately,, some people 
close their eyes only to find 
themselves more awake. “ De­ 
pending on the individual’s 
tolerance, he may lie there 
thinking or take a pill right 
away.” Bergon says. 
The simplest relaxation tech­ 
nique Bergon recommends is 
taking deep breaths to relax 
tight muscles. 
Drkingking water can be ef­ 
fective. says Bergon. because it 
is refreshing and the individual, 
while swallowing, automatical­ 
ly takes a deep breath 
“ Drinking a glass of water 
can also have a placebo effect, 
la other words, if you believe 
the water will help you fall 
asleep, it will.” he says 
Bergon says the old standby, 
counting sheep (or whatever 
pleases you), often works 
because the individual becomes 
involved in a repetitive task, 
becomes bored — but relaxed 
— and sleep is inevitable.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Jerry Perlmutter is a bureau­ 
crat whose job is to make 
government publications look 
less bureaucratic. 
He’s trying to get rid of the 
drab appearance which make 
government forms, manuals, 
booklets, stationery, posters 
and signs not only dull but the 
butt of jokes. 
His aim is to introduce to 
government publications graph­ 
ics that look clean, orderly, 
readable, uniform and unclut­ 
tered but still “ federal.” 
So far, Perlmutter has gotten 
at least a foothold in 42 govern­ 
ment agencies. 
Once an agency agrees to a 
facelift, professionals are 
called in to take a look at its 
publications and come up with 
new designs to serve the reader 
better, save printing costs and 
present a coherent graphic im­ 
age 
Usually the agency winds up 
with its own logotype, much 
like the logos which corpora­ 
tions use to announce their 
presence. 
The L abor D epartm ent 
underwent treatment first. It 
once used 100 type faces and 
now uses four, each with a 


familial relationship. 
AH of the departm ent’s 
publications bear a diamond- 
shaped symbol with a star in its 
middle. 
The standardization of design 
has cut the departm ent’s 
printing costs by 10 to 15 per 
cent, Perlmutter says. 
The graphics cleanup is a 
project of the National Endow­ 
ment for the Arts, a govern­ 
ment agency whose chairman, 
Nancy Hanks, calls it “ an effort 
to improve communication 
between governm ent and 
people.” 
The n ew est re c ru it is 
Congress, whose reports were 
printed by private contractors a 
century ago and still haven’t 
lost their antebellum look. 
Under the direction of Frank 


Valeo, secretary of the Senate, 
and with the advice of designer 
Masimo Vignelli, incoming 
présidait of the American In­ 
stitute for Graphic Arts, the 
Government Printing Office 
has issued two Senate booklets 
in a new format. Five more are 
in the works. 
Each page accommodates 7 
per cent mor e words but still 
has an inside margin wide 
enough for written notes. It will 
have a modern appearance, 
with a sleek new type face. 
If the changes meet with ap­ 
proval by C on gress, the 
Congressional Record — which 
looks just about the same as it 
did when it first started 
publication a century ago — 
may undergo a facelift of its 
own.

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Former bank teller now 
powerboat racing expert 


MARINA DEL REY, Calif. 
(U H ) — Kim Young was just 
out for a good time one week 
end and seized on the oppor­ 
tunity to race an offshore 
powerboat. 
Now she's hooked into the ex­ 
clusive offshore powerboat rac­ 
ing circuit, quit her $7,000-«- 
year job as a bank vault teller 
in the San Fernando Valley and 
concentrates on the next race. 
“It was going to be a one-shot 
thing but I got hooked,“ she 
now admits. 
“My boyfriend asked me if I 
wanted to try and I said ‘sure.'“ 
Her boyfriend. Jack Tushin- 
ski. president of the Pacific Of­ 
fshore Powerboat Racing As­ 
sociation, finances Kim’s new 
hobby. 
It's been a year since the 24- 
vear-old climbed into her 
boyfriend’s powerboat. Now 
she has her own boat, the 
Liberty, and leads the nation in 
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, 
production-class point stan­ 
dings. 
The Liberty is 29-feet-long 
with a heavy fiberglass bottom 
and a thin fiberglass shell. It 
has two 350-cubic-inch Mer- 
cruiser engines generating well 
over 1,000 horsepower. There 
are no seats. Kim and her 
partner. Patsy Miller, both ride 
standing up. 
With her long, blond hair stuf­ 
fed inside a helmet, boots at­ 
tached and kidney belt strapped 
in place, Kim’s blue eyes stare 
over the huge bow protruding 
ahead of the cockpit. 
Two hours absorbing the 
shock of their three-ton power­ 
boat pounding 60 miles an hour 
into sea swells can rattle you 
after awhile. 
“Sometimes it’s not all that 
much fun out there,’’ she con­ 
cedes. 
Kim won the production-class 
competition in the Newport 
Beach Grand Prix last March 
but hasn't fared so well since. 
Even so, she still leads in the 
national point totals. 
“I ’m looking forward to the 
Marina City Offshore Classic 
August 28th. We should win it. 
Two races ago in St. Peters- 
berg. Fla., we plowed through 
eight-foot seas and that’s pretty 
rough on you. We were only go­ 
ing about 20 miles an hour. We 
get pretty rattled out there. 
“You take the shock in your 
legs but it feels like you’re 
crushing a few ribs. It’s easier 
for me because I have this 
steering wheel to hold onto. But 
Patsy usually winds up un­ 
derneath someplace 
“We were ahead in St. Peter­ 
sburg but blew an engine just a 
mile before the finish. But we 
didn't give up. We idled in and 
placed sixth. 
“In the Bahamas 500 we had 
to watch out for coral reefs. 
They are submerged less than a 
SAIE! 
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foot below the surface in some 
places. Luckily one of the 
natives guided is on a trial run 
before the race.’’ 
But what do the men think of 
Kim’s invasion into the previ­ 
ously all-male sport? 
“The men are great. They 
love to see a girl get into it. 
They’ve been super and are 
really nice about it. 
“I admit though, I was sur­ 
prised. If I had felt any hostility 
I would have gotten out. I ’m not 
pushing the female thing. Sure, 
I ’d love to see more girls get in­ 
volved in powerboats, but it is 
too expensive.’’ 
What it takes in powerboat 
racing though is endurance and 
money, plenty of money. The 
cost of the boat is about $30,000 
and it runs about another 
$30,000 to operate each year. 


“It’s a close-knit group of 
only 50 or so who actually race 
the nationwide circuit,” she 
says. "Sure, it’s a rich man’s 
sport. They dump a lot of 
money into it and they don’t 
care. 


“There’s no way to win any 
money at it. If you won all 
10 races on the national circuit 
you would still be in the hole.” 


What is it then that keeps 
powerboat racers pouring 
money into their boats? 


“The competition. I guess, 
and the fun.” 


And what if the ladies 
breakdown out in the ocean? 


“I don’t know anything really 
about mechanics but it doesn’t 
matter much,” she says. “If we 
do break down, it usually isn’t 
anything a mechanic can fix on 
the spot anyway. We watch the 
(rill pressure and listen to the 
engine and if something’s 
wrong, we can usually feel it or 
hear it.” 


Microphotography in challenge 


SHEER impossibility — climb­ 
ing straight up an apparent wall 
— is routine for many tourists 
visiting Rome. Steep stairs lead 
to the Church of Ara Coeli on 
the Capitoline Hill. 


Long Distance 
The first known system for 
delivering water to cities was 
built by the Phoenicians The 
Greeks copied the system of 
digging tunnels to bring water 
to their cities, and the 
Romans developed it with 
aquaducts 50 to 100 feet high 
that brought water to Rome 
from more than 60 miles 
away. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
electronic computer, despite its 
remarkable functional and stor­ 
age capacity, is facing a very 
real challenge from micro­ 
photography in business and 
research. 
Of course, the computer will 
not be displaced. 
D.W. McArthur, vice presi­ 
dent of the microfilm products 
division of the 3M Co., St. Paul, 
says, however, it is certain the 
computer will be unable to con­ 
tinue to compete in cost with 
micrographics in an increasing 
number of operations. 
McArthur said he believes 
this even though computers use 
semiconductor chips the size of 
a man’s thumb to carry out as 
many as 50,000 functions and 
may in the future be able to 
carry out 500,000 functions with 
a chip that size. 
“But microfilm also has a 
fantastic capacity to store data 
that can be easily located and 
retrieved and can be more easi­ 
ly and clearly read on reading 
machines and reader printout 
machines than computer stored 
data can be read on the cathode 
ray tube, similar to the televi­ 
sion screen, McArthur said. 
Most people already are 
familiar, he said, with the fan­ 
tastic storage capacity of 
microfiche film cards and the 
ease of indexing them and 
finding material in them. But 
how many people realize, he 
asked, that you can store 5,000 
letter-sized pages of data on a 
microfilm cassette no bigger 
than a pack of cigarettes?” Or, 
2.000 square feet of computer 
printout on 100 feet of 
microfilm? This film cannot be 
erased and used for rerecording 
like the computer’s magnetic 


tape or disk but it is cheaper to 
make in the first place and can 
be viewed with cheaper equip­ 
ment. 
The microdisk system, which 
uses the laser beam for scann­ 
ing, will be able to compete 
even on functional terms with 
computer information storage 
and retrieval systems and will 
cost only a fraction as much, 
McArthur said. He said a 12- 
inch disk will hold up to 27,000 
le tte r-s iz e d 
pages 
of 
microfilmed data and the disks 
will cost only about $1 if the 
firm uses a large number. Even 
though the micrographic disks 
are not reusable, that makes 
them less expensive than the 
magnetic disks used in com­ 
puter storage. 
McArthur said the microfilm 
disk would make its first ap­ 
pearance on the market as a 
disk for playing movies on 


home screens via a small 
player that looks much like a 
phonograph. The disk programs 
probably will sell for $3 to $10 
initially. 
The micrographics industry 
already has a $1 billion a year 
sales volume. How successful it 
will be in competing with the 
computer in data storage and 
retrieval. McArthur said, will 
depend mainly on how vigor­ 
ously companies like 3M, 
Eastman Kodak, Bell & Howell, 
General Electric and the many 
small companies in the busi­ 
ness recruit yougn scientific 
and engineering talent to ex­ 
ploit technological break­ 
throughs. 
McArthur said many people 
mistakenly think it is easier to 
watch a television screen than 
to read text or images on 
microfilm readers. However, 
he said, the 525-line-to-the inch 


TV picture is fine for motion 
but not good enough for data 
reproduction. Even 1,000 lines 
to the inch is marginal and a lot 
better than that can be attained 
easily and relatively cheaply 
with micrographics on film. 


It’s Too Easy 
The nation’s productivity 
problem stems from smarter 
people doing dumber work, 
according to Conference 
Board studies.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
staff of Mainstream magazine 
isn’t your typical run-of-the 
mill group of journalists. For 
them to have just published is­ 
sue No. 3 of a new publication 
represents a lot of fortitude and 
initiative. 


Twenty of the 22 members of 
the staff suffer physical hand­ 
icaps of one sort or another, but 
they are united in a common 
objective: to be advocates of 
San Diego County’s able dis­ 
abled. 


The magazine was conceived 
six months ago and financed 
with a grant through the 
Regional Employm ent and 
Training Consortium, and the 
staff hopes it can become self- 
supporting in two or three 
.years. 


Most of the staff members 
are either in wheelcharis, in 
braces, are deaf, or have some 
physical disability including 
post-polio conditions, muscular 
dystrophy or epilepsy. 


Managing Editor Jim Ham- 
mitt is a cerebral palsy victim. 


Frank McGovern, the pro­ 
gram administrator, says most 
of the staff had little or no 
previous training in journalism, 
when he organized the maga­ 
zine last January. Since then 
they’ve been training through 
doing, as well as by profession­ 
al instruction from news and 
graphics experts in the com­ 
munity. 


Hammitt explains some of 
the philosophy behind Main­ 
stream. “For too long disabled 
people have been unaware of 
their own world because they 
do not go out into everyday 
society.’* The editorial content, 
he explains, is heavily oriented 
to showing the disabled they 
can lead a normal life. 


Some typical stories expiain 
how handicapped have deve­ 
loped new careers, recreational 
facilities where handicapped 
can find special accommoda­ 
tions and how they can utilize 
special forms of transportation 
to get around San Diego. 


“We hope the magazine will 
develop the consciousness and 
understanding that many prob­ 
lems of the disabled, such as 
architectural barriers, can be 
solved without inconvenience to 
able-bodied people.’* Hammitt 
said “The disabled have to get 
together and work for their 
cause like any other civil rights

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Getty leaves world's most richly endowed museum 


MALIBU, Calif. (UPI) - In 
the last years of a long life 
spent mostly in a chill London 
mansion, J. Paul G etty’s 
thoughts increasingly turned to 
the sparkling gem of an art 
museum set on the shore of the 
sunny Pacific. 
The oil billionaire personally 
approved — or turned down as 
too expensive — purchase of 
Homan statuary, paintings by 
Rembrandt and Raphael, 
French furniture including the 
desk at which Louis XVI put his 
signature to the Louisiana 
Purchase. 
In 1974, the treasures were 
moved into a stunningly beauti­ 
ful recreation of the Villa del 
Papyri, the home of wealthy 
patrician families dating from 
the first century B.C. which had 
been buried in lava by the erup­ 
tion of Mt, Vesuvius on the Bay 
of Naples 
But the size, variety and 
worth of the collections were 
miniscule compared to the 
Louvre, the galleries of Floren­ 
ce, the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art in New York, the Tate 
Gallery in London. 
Although open with no admis­ 
sion charge to the public, the 
Malibu museum was generally 
thought of as the hobby and 
whim of a shrewd old business 
baron which would lose its im­ 
petus with his passing. 
Right up until his death last 
June 6, Getty did nothing to 
give any other impression. In 
fact he indicated to the 
museum’s associate director, 
curators and staff that they 
would get only a tiny share of 
his estate and that further 
acquistions would come to an 
end. 
Unbeknownst to any but his 
lawyers, witnesses and perhaps 
closest business associates, 
Getty had drawn up a will in 
1956 which left the bulk of a for­ 
tune well in excess of $1 billion 
to the museum with no strings 
on how it should be spent. 
The bulk of the inheritance 
going to the museum was com­ 
prised of 4 million shares of 
Getty Oil Co. stock with a 
current market value of about 
$180 a share — roughly worth 
$720 million. 
If the stock were to be sold 
and Invested at a modest 5 per 
cent Interest return, the mu­ 
seum would be the recipient of 
a boggling income of $36 million 
a year — 85 per cent of which 
would have to be expended un- 
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der tax provisions for the non­ 
profit organization. 
Currently Getty Oil pays a 
dividend of only $2 a share 
which brings in $8 million an­ 
nually. 
But however the windfall is 
handled, the J. Paul Getty now 
is unquestionably the most 
richly endowed museum in the 
world. 
Its closest rival is New 
York s Metropolitan Museum 
of Art which has an endown- 
ment fund worth about $130 
million with an annual yield of 
$4.8 million. Its total annual 
budget is around $16 million 
made up of contributions, funds 
from the city of New York, ad­ 
missions. royalties. 
When Getty’s will was filed 
for probate and its terms matte 
public on June 9, the staff at the 
Malibu museum popped cham­ 
pagne corks and went into 
euphoric shock. They are still in 
the state. 
One of them is Gillian Wil3on, 
a young British woman who 
became curator of the decora­ 
tive arts section of the museum 
in 1971 and who in the last few 
years flew frequently to London 
to consult with Getty about new 
acquisitions and found herself 
describing in minute detail the 
building and its treasures. 
Getty never saw his creation 
since its modest beginnings in 
1954. He had not been back to 
the United States in well over 20 
years. 
Miss Wilson recalled an occa­ 
sion a few years ago when she 
visited Getty at his Sutton 
Place mansion. She showed him 
slides and movies of the 
museum but that was not 
enough. 
"Mr. Getty once sat by me 
with his eyes closed and said, ’1 
am entering my decorative arts 
galleries now — tell me what 
I’m seeing.’ I talked as descrip­ 
tively as I possibly could for 
about half an hour. When I 
finished, he opened his eyes, 
gave me a beatific smile and 
said, ’Quite a spread, eh?* ” 
Miss Wilson said she often 
urged him to come see what he 
had built but that he always put 
it off. Why? 
"Oh, for a number of reasons, 
I suppose," she said. "He 
refused to get in an airplane 
and to come to California would 
have required a sea voyage and 
then crossing the United States 
by train or automobile. And he 
was increasingly frail, 
"B ut I have sometim es 
thought he was somehow afraid 
to see it in person. He had a 
dream, a vision, of what it was 
like and he seemed to fear that 
it would not be as beautiful in 
reality as it was in his mind's 
eye." 
Miss Wilson was one of those 
who got the impression that 
Getty’s support of the museum 
would end with his death. Why 
did he keep his secret? 
"Oh, I think he wanted to 
keep us on our toes and to train 
us in getting the very best 
term s and values for our 
purchases. He hated to feel 
taken and he wanted his people 


to develop his shrewdness with 
money. 
Probate of the will, settle­ 
ment of taxes and other legal 
matters involving such a vast 
sum will probably take at least 
two or three years before the 
money is available but Miss 
Wilson and the other two 
curators. Dr. Jiri Frel, head of 
the antiquities, and Burtofi 
Frederickson, in charge of the 
collection of paintings, are 
already up to their ears in offer­ 
ings from art dealers. 
The vast sum to become 
available for new purchases 
could have a tidal wave effect 
on the whole world of museum 
art with the Getty museum in a 
position to outbid any institu­ 
tion or individual should it 
launch a massive campaign of 
acquisitions. 
1 
It could also send art prices 
skyrocketing which would be 
anathema to its founder who 
prided himself on bargains. One 
of his first purchases in 1938 
was the portrait of Marten 
Looten by Rembrandt for 
$65,000. Now this painting 
should bring at least $1 million. 
Policy on how to spend the 
gigantic windfall will be set by 
the museum’s board of trustees 
which includes Getty’s sons, 
Ronald and Gordon, but whicn 
will probably be headed by 
Norris Bramlett who for 28 
years was personal administra­ 
tive assistant to the billionaire. 
The board is scheduled to 
meet in August and one of the 
items on the agenda will be 
selection of a “committee of 
acquisition" to decide on future 
purchases and possible expan­ 
sion of the museum. 
Bramlett, now in Europe, is 
close-mouthed to the point of in­ 
scrutability on how the money 
may be expended. He told an in- 
terview er for New West 
magazine: 
"People have been calling up 
here and asking things like, 
’What’s the museum going to 
do with its $40 million a year?’ I 
sure as hell don’t know where 
they get these figures It’s just 
will speculation, asinine thin­ 
king." 
Getty himself held the posi­ 
tion of director of the museum 
and filling that post is another 
of the tasks facing the trustees. 
The job will probably go to 
British architect Stephen Gar­ 
rett who has acted as associate 
director and supervised the 
recreation of the Villa dei 
Papyri. 
Garrett is even more circum­ 
spect in discussing what will be 
done with the funds. He speaks 
vaguely of "strengthening" the 
present collection and setting 
up an “educational program" 
but shies away from specula­ 
tion about expansion. 
Comparison of the fortunes 
left by Getty with that of the 
late Howard Hughes draws a 
snort from Garrett. 
"The only similarity between 
Mr. Getty and Howard Hughes 
is that they both made a lot of 
money.” Garrett said. 
Hughes, indeed, did leave his 
fortune in utter disarray with 


only one will deemed even 
remotely authentic. Before he 
died, however, Hughes did set 
up a huge trust fund for a 
medical institute in Miami, 


Fla. 
Another sore point among the 
Getty staff is comparison of the 
museum to William Randolph 
Hearst’s grandiose castle at 


San Simeon. 
"H earst just dragged in 
everything he could lay his 
hands on from Europe," said 
Miss Wilson. "If you acquire in 


that volume you are certain to 
come across several things of 
real beauty and aesthetic 
value."

ESCONDIDO, Calif. (UPI) - 
Seven years ago Deborah Maz- 
zanti could have quit her 
business and retired with the 
$856,000 she was awarded in a 
highway condemnation action 
when her business was dis­ 
placed. 
But the 54-year-old woman 
made an opposite decision and 
is now in debt for $2.75 million 
she says won’t be paid off until 
1999. 
She has been named business 
person of the year in California 
by the Small Business Adminis­ 
tration — an organization she 
didn’t even know existed until 
she wrangled the largest SBA 
displacement loan ever granted 
a woman in California. 
Mrs. Mazzanti used the 
money to build an all-new 
Golden Door — the fitness and 
beauty resort in a canyon west 
of town. You’ve heard of the 
Golden Door — the place where 
women celebrities and the 
wealthy from throughout world 
pay $1,475 for a week of strict 
living, beauty conditioning, 
rigorous exercise and strictly 
controlled dieting. 
Some people lose weight, but 
that isn’t their only purpose in 
going to the Golden Door. "This 
is a personal health spa," Mrs. 
Mazzanti emphasizes, "no one 
in his right mind would spend 
that much to lose five pounds." 
The old Golden Door was dis­ 
placed by Interstate 15. Instead 
of taking a cash settlement, "It 
was like getting all my marbles 
back. It was tempting." She 
decided to build anew and 
create a health resort un­ 
equalled in the world. 
"I was the right age — at 401 
wouldn’t have had the security 
to take the risk of such an am­ 
bitious project; at 60 the 
responsibilities and the enor­ 
mous amount of work might 
have seemed overwhelming." 
She bought 157 acres of

"But I’d always fear someone 
would come along later and 
build a better spa." she said. 
She claims no health spa such 
as hers has ever been built ex­ 
clusively for that use. "Most of 
them are remodeled houses or 
inns," she said. 
The Golden Door is complete 
with such amenities as hot and 
cold swimming pools, saunas, 
exercise rooms, etc. But guests 
there quickly learn about the 
outdoors, too, with an early- 
morning hike to the top of a 
nearby mountain. 


Mrs. Mazzanti admits to be­ 
ing "a health food nut" and 
believe* in fresh fruits and 
vegetables. That’s why there 


are orchards and gardens on the 
grounds of the Golden Door, 
ami during the long growing 
season all fruits and vegetables 
served to guests are home 
grown. She even likes to get the 
guests — and some of them are 
wealthy matrons who normally 
would never participate in such 
activity — to work in the gar­ 
den. 
Also a physical fitness buff — 
she’s on the President’s Physi­ 
cal Fitness Council — she hopes 


all her guests "leave here with 
the concept they’ve learned in a 
week of what it is to really feel 
good."

A small plot of it will be set 
aside for Getty’s final burial 
place, his final return to his 
beloved creation. The body now 
is held at the Forest Lawn Mor­ 
tuary until legal provisions are 
made to set up a funeral cor- 
poration to comply with 
California law forbidding burial 
on private property.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Carter: An enigma 


NEW YORK - To the Democratic 
delegates who came here to acclaim 
Jimmy Carter, he remains an enigma; 
Most of them will leave the Democratic 
convention still a bit chary about their 
nominee. What makes Carter run? They 
will go home wondering. 
The key to his behavior, according to 
sources close to 
Carter, can be found in 
the example of his 
former commanding 
' officer, Adm. Hyman 
Rictoyer. The salty, 
old curmudgeon bat­ 
tled the ¿bureaucracy, 
slashed red tape, over­ 
cam e o b stacles, 
refused to be deterred. 
And he abhorred any 
waste of the tax­ 
payers’ money. 
Those who know 
Carter say Ms view of Washington was 
first shaped in the reconverted ladies' 
washroom where Rickover was banished 
to develop the nuclear submarine the 
naval bureaucracy pooh-poohed. The 
Democratic candidate, if he should 
become President, can be expected to 
pursue his goals with the same single- 
mindedness. 
“It will be, 'Damn the bureaucrats and 
full steam ahead!'” predicted one in­ 
timate. Yet, like Rickover, the source 
said, Carter will operate within the 
system. 
The admiral also demanded total 
dedication from his subordinates. Carter 
will expect the same commitment from 
the men around him. They will have to 
put on the crusader's armor, our sources 
anticipate. 
Before Carter became an active can­ 
didate, he sought out Rickover and spent 
an evening with him. Our sources say the 
presidential aspirant went to Rickover 
more to draw inspiration than to solicit 
advice. 
These sources say Rickover influenced 
Carter's “attitude toward achievement 
but not necessarily his attitude toward 
the Pentagon The man who tonight 
becomes the Democratic standard- 
bearer admires Rickover tremendously, 
they say, but may not agree with his 
military views. 
It would be hard to find two more dis­ 
parate men thar. the smiling, engaging 
Carter and the abrasive, waspish 
Rickover. Carter was brought up in 


Georgia, a scion of the upper class. 
Rickover came to this country at age 
five, an immigrant mite tossed into 
Chicago’s slum land, the son of a Polish 
pants presser. 
Both men made it to Annapolis, 
Rickover in the 1920s, Carter two 
decades later. The youth from Georgia 
was a model midshipman, polished, 
poised, popular. The immigrant from 
Chicago was always out of step. He was 
out of step on the drill field, out of step 
on the dance floor. 
Yet Carter was later to say: “Adm. 
Rickover had a profound effect on my 
life, perhaps more than anyone except 
my own parents.” 
Carter has never forgotten their first 
meeting. He applied to Rickover for a 
job in the nuclear submarine program. 
“How did you stand in your class at the 
Naval Academy?” asked the admiral. 
“Sir, I stood 59th in a class of 820,” 
snapped back Carter, pleased with 
himself. 
“Did you do your best?” 
Carter paused. “No, sir,” he admitted. 


“I didn’t always do my best.” 
“Why not?” demanded Rickover. It 
was a question that has challenged 
Carter ever since, his friends say. 
WALLACE’S LAST HURRAH? 
George Wallace’s appearance before the 
Democratic convention is viewed by 
many political veterans as his last 
hurrah. After his poor showing in the 
primaries, they tend to regard him as a 
washed-out, politically impotent old 
man. 
But even as they are consigning him to 
the political pastures, the Alahama 
governor is gearing up for his next cam­ 
paign. His staff, according to inside 
sources, is preparing another political

cautious about the future. His chief 
political honcho, Charles Snider, 
acknowledged that they will keep a 
skeleton campaign staff “as long as pos­ 
sible.” 
As he explained it, “We’re going to try 
to keep something going, to keep in touch 
with the constituents we have.” 
They speak vaguely of a judgeship or a 
federal appointment for Wallace. But 
they really have their eye on the seat 
that Sen. John Sparkman, D-Ala., is ex­ 
pected to vacate in 1978, our sources con­ 
fide. 
Wallace may be less willing than his 
hangers-on, whose jobs depend on keep­ 
ing him in office. Earlier this year, our 
associate Jim Grady spoke to the gover­ 
nor about his future. 


“My wife and I talk a lot about what 
I’U do when I’m through,” he said, his 
voice dropping as he sagged slightly in 
his wheelchair. “She wonders if she 
shouldn’t go back and get a teaching cer­ 
tificate or something. I’m not sure what 
we’ll do. What can I do? I worry a lot 
about that.” 
But Wallace’s mood had changed by 
the eve of the convention. He told Grady 
in a telephone conversation: “I used to 
worry about little things ... but 1 don’t 
worry about them now. I’ve learned that 
you’re lucky just to be alive.” 


He couldn’t say whether he would run 
for the Senate. 
“I don't have any specific plans about 
the Senate,” he said. “I don’t know 
whether I want to or not.” 


Jimmy Carter continued his drive to 
colonize New York City. He was off to a 
very good start a week or so back when 
he addressed a large throng at the 
Waldorf Astoria and read a speech that 
might have been given at a United Na­ 
tions testimonial dinner. This time 
around, his confidence fortified, he 
breached the inner 
sanctum of New York 
lib e ra lis m , 
the 
editorial lounge of the 
New York Times. 


This is a scary ex­ 
perience, of which I 
happen be a graduate, 
having endured it 
when running for 
mayor of New York. 
In those dark days the 
joint was absolutely 
dry, and the senior 
e d ito rs 
arm ed 
themselves in their own offices, or in the 
closet, with a bit of the grape. Since 
then, following on the heels of aggior- 
namento in Rome, the old rule has been 
repealed, and Jimmy Carter was 
presumably offered a drink. Whether he 
took it, I do not know; the datum was not 
revealed — a man must have some 
privacy, even in running for office. 


Perhaps the publisher raised his glass 
in a toast to “Wee Jimmy.” That is how 
James Res ton, the Principal Political 
Columnist in America, as we are wont to 
call him, used to refer, disdainfully, to 
Jimmy Carter. Down in Georgia, nobody 
thought to tell Carter that no Democrat 
runs for office without first prostrating 
himself before the shrine. It is a tribute 
to Wee Jimmy that the day after his visit 
to the Times, James Reston was writing, 
about “Governor Carter,” like a 
chastened plebe at West Point address­ 
ing an upper classman as “Sir,” after un­ 
happy experiences with familiarity. 


But Mr. Reston is still telling Wee Jim­ 
my what to do, for instance in the selec­ 
tion of a vice president. “If he chooses 
Henry Jackson of the State of 
Washington, for example, or any of the 
other extremists of his party, he is ob­ 
viously going to be in trouble.” Being in 
trouble is defined as incurring the dis­ 
pleasure of Big Jimmy. Henry Jackson, 
meanwhile, will no doubt learn with no 
little surprise that he has been baptized 
an extremist. 


Well, sir, it turns out that in 1972, at 
the convention in Miami that begot 


George McGovern, Jimmy Carter 
decided that the liberal wing of the 
Democratic Party was dominant. Accor­ 
dingly, he engaged tutors in high 
liberalism. His instruction, it transpires, 
was brokered by Dean Rusk who, 
ironically, was exiled by liberal America 
to Athens, Georgia, with an indeter­ 
minate sentence, as punishment for 
carrying out the foreign policy of John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson. 
But Jimmy Carter learns quickly, and 
though there was apparently a period of 
ostracism — “After a year or so of 
seminars and conversations arranged by 
Mr. Rusk, the Carter camp learned that 
he was considered anathema by some 
liberal Democrats, and the contacts 
ceased” — before long he got so he could 
talk about “new credit arrangements for 
the underdeveloped countries” and 
“integrating our policies with those of 
our natural allies” as if he had been 
brought up by Governor Averell 
Harriman, and never spoke another 
tongue. He got from the Times the 
supreme encomium — the headline: 
“Carter’s Foreign Policies Follow 
Liberal Democratic Pattern.” 
Meanwhile, at the other end of the 
country, Ronald Reagan was giving the 
country a whiff of the powder he will use 


against Carter if Reagan is nominated. 
Both men, to be sure, use generalities, 
but there is this difference. Reagan’s 
generalities are rounded in the axioms of 
a free government. These are that the in­ 
dividual, and the family, in order to be 
free, must exercise responsibility, and 
must resist the accretions of pater­ 
nalistic government. The generalities of 
the left have to do with the benefits the 
federal government can confer, by some 
mysterious process, to the individual. 
John Silber, the exciting president of 
Boston University, apparently shocked 
the gang in Massachusetts when, in his 
July 4 oration, he spoke stirringly on the 
general subject by saying that a great 
many Americans had mistaken the 
dedication of the Declaration of 
Independence to the “pursuit of hap­ 
piness” for the “pursuit of pleasure.” 


There is a slightly Calvinist aftertaste 
to rhetoric of this kind, but it has its ap­ 
peal. Reagan is not the shriveled 
Puritan ofH.L. Mencken, desperately 
fearful that “somebody, somewhere, 
may be happy.” But he is the man who is 
telling us the kind of thing everybody 
agreed to celeb rale as having first been 
incorporated into a political act 200 
years ago.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - In signifi­ 
cant respects Ronald Reagan and Jimmy 
Carter are quite alike. 
Both men are card-carrying Chris­ 
tians, are wealthy and attractive, are 
regional politicians with a distrust and 
contempt for the Washington poweç ap 
paratus. And both have with great skill 
this year come from 
the backwoods of 
probability 
to 
challenge the reluc­ 
tant establishments of 
their parties. 
And yet the popular 
response to each man 
has over the months 
been quite different. 
Carter has been ac­ 
cepted as a folk hero 
by many, and a mes 
siah by some, while 
candidate Reagan by 
and large is still seen by the legions as 
merely a spoiler or perhaps 
even a 
saboteur. To put it another way: one 
rebel has been accepted, the other not 
yet. 
Why? A likely reason is that Carter’s 
coup is complete. He has cold-cocked all 
comers, and stands now, with his 
freckled neck. as the leader of the oldest 
and largest pdlUical organization in 
America. Yesterday a peanut farmer, to­ 
day one of the most talked-a bout men in 
creation. Meanwhile, Reagan is still and 
only a logical longsbot 
Beyond this, however, and more im­ 
portant, is the fact that Reagan ii 
deficient in imagery Unlike Carter, he 
has been portrayed by the President of 
tfca United States as a war monger, by 
the foreign minister of Panama as a 
“ jolly cowboy who never went to 
school,” and by a ranking member of his 
own political persuasion as “irrational 
as a headless ben.” These are not the 


kind of testimonies that appear on 
statues in the park. Hence the public 
may perceive Reagan with respect, with 
admiration, but with precious little com­ 
fort. 
And this is unfortunate. For as the na­ 
tion enters Phase II of the presidential 
season, the summer conventions, it is ap­ 
parent the electorate has become 
adequately familiar with only two of the 
three surviving participants, Carter and 
Gerald Ford. So far Reagan, who has 
wrestled a seated president to a truly 
remarkable draw, remains a distant per­ 
sonality. He is a suave, handsome wet- 
head to whom no meaningful dimension 
has been added since “Death Valley 
Days.” 
Much of the fault for this is Reagan s. 
He has the actor s worry of no-script per­ 
formances, thus allows few heart-to- 
heart contacts with America. Jimmy 
Carter tells us erf his mortality, Reagan 
of his mechanical proficiency ; the result 
is he comes across as an interesting 
man, but not the kind with whom one 
would like to spend the winter. 
And here is the rub. There is wide but 
quiet suspicion that the public image of 
Ronald Reagan is incorrect. That he’s 
not nearly so hard core as he appears 
Those close to him admit that he is a dif­ 
ficult man to know, but once known he is 
conciliating rather than rigid, pragmatic 
rather than ideologic. One adviser who 
has been with Reagan since the Califor­ 
nia state house describes Ms employer 
as “anything but a tory.” Another aide 
suggests he is a closet moderate. 
Moderate? Reagan’s record also 
suggests the unthinkable. As governor of 
California he railed against the excesses 
of higher education, but allowed state aid 
to the schools to increase 100 per cent in 
eight years. He also put a heavy foot on 
welfare spending, but at the same time 
increased benefits for the most needy of 


indigents. As for his libertarian views 
concerning the inviolability of private 
property, they did not stop Gov. Reagan 
from establishing some of the toughest 
environmental protection programs in 
the nation. 
Regarding style, Reagan was a 
bargaining rather than totalitarian ad­ 
ministrator. An opponent of withholding 
tax, he gave in gracefully when financial 
priorities made his druthers obsolete; 
against employment quotas, he non­ 
etheless appointed more minority people 
to government posts than any other ex­ 
ecutive in the history of the state. He 
wasn’t liberal, to be sure. But he wasn’t 
blind. He was, in fact, progressive 
Progressive? Moderate? The head 
swims. Next we shall bear the Califor­ 
nian plays trombone with the Salvation 
Army. One hopes so. At this point the 
governor has won 200,000 more votes for 
president than the president. We need all 
the data we can get about the real R. 
Reagan.
